Nicaragua has written a letter to this city in 
which it is declared that the American Canal 
eoncessions expired the 30th of September, and 
that there 1s a probability of the French Pana- 
ma Company obtaining possession of the rights 
for the securing of which Secretary Freling- 
buysen last session endeavored to obtain an 
appropriation of $250,000. From diplomatic 
sources it is learned that this statement is 
probably true. Thé money which the Demo- 
cratic House refused to appropriate was to 
have been "expended in satisfying certain 
property-interests belongmg to citizens of 
‘Nicaragua, and not for the payment of any 
amouat to American concessionaries.
